KING IBN SAUD'S 
~ CONQUESTS 


ARABIA MUST BE FREE 
FROM FOREIGN CONTROL 


By Captain Harold G. Armstrong, 
Author of “Grey Wolf.” Mustapha Kemal’s Biography.. 


My interview with Ibn Saud at 
his palace near Jidda was, as ar- 
ranged, resumed next day. There 
was but a minimum of formality, 
and none of the pleasantly elaborate 
but time-eating courtesies of the 
East. ; 

The King, as is his habit, had 
been working since long before 
dawn, and despite the tremendous 
heat, would work mort of the day 
and evening. 


He worked continuously and slept 
little, taking a short drive, or some- 
times a picnic, a8 hus diversions, 
Almost before 1 had sat dawn and 
sucked up a coffee he way asking for 
my next question. 

I had been told that he hved 
closely guarded and in constant fear 
of assassination. When I mention- 
ed this to Ibn Saud he was amused 
and shrugged his huge shoulders. 
It certainly did not worry him, and 
men of all sorts and conditions came 
and went in the Audience Room 
quite freely. . 

Moreover, he dealt with all man- 
ner of men fuce to face, ministers, 
‘aheiks, yovernors, townsmen, and 
bedouins from the desert who came 
swaggering jn and addressed hin: 
“See here, Abdul Aziz." 


Ibn Saud’s Birth 


Then the King was at his best. 
He made no attempt tv cover bumn- 
self with formalities or hide behind 


ed King of Hejaz.” I asked ip 
some trepidation, but he took- no 
offence, only settled himself - more: 
comfortably on the high divan. 

He answered simply. He made 
no attempt to justify his action by 
some specious argument such ag that 
the people of Hejaz had elected him: 
—~as some of his apologists have 
done. 

“Tt was this way it happened,” he- 
ssid. “After the capture of Mecca,. 
'T cafled together representatives for 
all Islam to decide on the future of 
the Hejaz and the Holy Cities. 
Very soon I realised that, though 
they came with many ideas to make 
the Hejaz into s republic, or an {n- 
ternational State under the joint 
rule of all Moslems—the’ Indians had 
many such ideas—yet none could’ 
guarantee the independence of the 
Hejaz. 

Conquest of Mecca’ 

“The Indians were under English 
control, the Syrians under French, 
and so on. Thus the control of the 
Holy Cities would have been by for- 
eign Christian nations through 
their subjects, 

“I alone. was completely indepen- 
dent. I alone had conquered by God 
and my own right arm and the 
loyalty of my people. 1 alone could 
rule’ the Holy Land as a free State 
of Islam. J¢*was my right and duty 
to be King.” 

“To-day the world fa materfalist,” 
'C said; “many countries have 
‘separated Religion from the State. 
Will Islam be the foundation of all 
'your government, both in the desert, 


his kingship. Ibn Saud rehed on 
his own judgment und his own per- 
sonality. All his work was done in 
public aud open to criticism by. all 
men. He handled each man direct 
with instinctive ski and tact. He}

The desert Arabs are fiercely 
proud of the purity of thelr pedi- 
grees, 80 Tbn Saud‘s enemies said 
that he was not pure Arab, but mfx- 
ed with Georgian ot Circassian. 
They pointed out that his father, 
Abdur Rahman, had foreign wives.
